The MSS. are about forty in number, chiefly Sanscrit, and the greater part embel¬ 
lished with illumined Miniatures; a few, from Orissa, Ceylon, and Arracan, are on 
Palmetto leaves: also a most rare MS., the Religious Code of the Seiks, in 2 vols.; 
and two Persian MSS., the Koran interlined with Arabic, and a translation of the 
Ramayan, in four Volumes. 

The SCULPTURES (about 180 in number) are of Alabaster, Gritstone, Basalt, and Steatite, 
two of which, representing the Iain Deity, Parus Nauth, of Basalt, are five and six feet high; 
and a group of Siva and other figures, of Steatite, six feet high: they comprise a most 
instructive, and, in many respects, a novel series, illustrative of the opinions of the 
Buddhists, the Iain Sect (hitherto little known), and the Brahminical system, all of them 
are of highly enriched design and elaborate workmanship: also a few very curious Inscrip¬ 
tions. This Collection would form a magnificent acquisition to any National Gallery of 
Antique Sculpture.

24 Sixteen various parts of two Jain pagodas, with four figures of Buddha 

in niches, and numerous small figures of saints ; of stone 

25 A colossal head of Parus Nauth, about 21 inches high, also a colossal 

hand holding the shell of Vishnu 

26 A monumental suttee slab of sandstone, 5 feet 4 inches high by 15 

inches wide. The surface is divided into two compartments, the 
upper, with ogive top, contains, in relief, a bent arm and uplifted 
hand, with a dot (a sectarian mark) in the palm. Beside it, are a 
rosette, a crescent, and the disk of the sun perpendicularly disposed.

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36 Parus Nauth, or Vishnu, as Buddha, seated on a lotus plinth ; one foot 

hanging down, rests upon the nelumbium : two fan-bearers below, 
two pyramids and five small figures above.

scrolls of which are four lotus flowers (two up and two inverted), 
and two small figures : the arched back-ground, with ogive top, 
is enriched with figures of infants and animals—of basalt, about 
5 feet 2 by 2 feet 6 

63 Vishnu seated, one leg pendent, the foot supported on the lotus; five

70 Lacshmi and another female, Ganesa and a tortoise at their feet—in

71 Lacshmi standing; the lotus sceptre, imperfect, inclined against her 

shoulder ; the right arm and hand pendent; the palm presented to 
the spectator; a small obelisk at the spring of the arched moulding 
of beads and foliage, which surrounds the slab—of basalt, 46 by 21 
inches—from Gya 

72 Ten small groups, illustrative of the Avatars of Vishnu, about 7 inches 

high, of alabaster , richly coloured with vermilion , and gilt 

73 The first, or Fish Avatar—the fish of large size, obliquely placed, occu¬ 

pying the centre of the relief; beneath it are three rows of figures, 
viz., ten sitting figures ; beneath these, seven youths standing and 
bearing some object in the left hand, and eight sitting figures, and 
two large globular vases in the lowest range; a few characters 
inscribed upon the narrow plinth, but illegible: two rows of

and in prayer, on the upper branch of his left arm ; a scalloped 
arch behind, with enrichments—of basalt, about 32 by 17 inches 

76 Varahi, the consort or sacti of Vishnu, in the Boar Avatar ; she is re¬ 

presented with the head of a boar, and seated on a couchant bull; 
(the head of the infant on one of her knees is wanting)—of sand¬ 
stone, 25 inches by 17 

77 The same, with four heads; one of them the head of a boar—she is 

armed with three swords ; one leg bent, one pendent, (the figure has 
been mutilated),—basalt, 27 by 15 inches 

78 The same, with three heads and eight arms ; on the plinth beneath are 

seven boars in relief; an inscription on the base—steatite, 26 by 18 
inches 

79 Narasinga, an avatar of Vishnu, as a man-lion, slaying the giant Hirany- 

casyapa, 17 inches by 10, of alabaster, coloured with vermilion and 
gilt. The ape Hanuman trampling on Ravana, 20 by 9. Parasu 
Rama, 17 by 10. Hanuman, alabaster gilt; also, another Avatar, 
of basalt, coloured and gilt, and one broken 

80 Rama, an incarnation of Vishnu, trampling upon Bali; an arch behind 

him, of alabaster, enriched with vermilion and gold, 28 by 14 inches 

81 A figure of Krishna, about 17 inches high ; and a ditto, of Radha, 14 

inches high ; both from Jeypoor 
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82 Krishna before an alcove, and two figures terminating in fishes beside 

him; of alabaster, coloured with vermilion and gilt. The bull 
Nandi, the vehicle of Siva, and companion of the same 

83 Krishna playing on the flute—of alabaster, gilt: one of the same, in 

basalt; two ditto ; and ditto, in basalt; with sundry necklaces and 
beads. Krishna—in basalt, 21 \ by 10J inches: one other ditto 

84 Krishna playing on the flute, between two gopias, terminating in fishes; 

an arbour or alcove behind him: this group of alabaster is very 
richly japanned and illumined : also, two other single figures of 
Krishna; one gilt, the other plain 

85 Two small figures of Krishna. A small figure of Buddha. A ditto of 

Parvadi; of alabaster, coloured with vermilion and gilt 

86 Krishna, between two gopias, 35 inches high by 16 ; basalt 

87 The Kalki avatar of Vishnu, in alto-relief, of carved wood, gilt 

88 A pair of small figures of Vishnu, borne upon the Garudha and Surya, 

or the sun, in his chariot; his charioteer, Aruna, between his knees 
and the eight horses underneath,—of alabaster, coloured with ver¬ 
milion, and gilt 

89 Three small figures of Sita, the sacti of Rama—different, 19, 23, 

and 25 inches high, of alabaster, enriched with vermilion, and gilt 

90 Garudha, kneeling upon one knee, in prayer; with the dove’s wings 

(recurved),—his hair radiated in fan-shape, or like a peacock’s tail, 
long, and terminating in curls : a duplicate of this figure is repeated 
behind—they being back to back,—of basalt, 16 by 8 inches 

91 Garudha, the vehicle of Vishnu, kneeling on one knee, the hands joined 

in prayer, and the head surrounded by a halo of flame,—steatite, 25 
by 12 inches 

92 Huri-Hur, an union of Vishnu and Siva, with the chakra and shell of 

Vishnu, and the trident of Siva (the latter broken), standing in an 
arched recess, with a small fan-bearer on each side at his feet, and 
two small figures in adoration; Ganesa, and three other small 
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deities are sculptured on the side pilasters, and Brahma and Vishnu 
above the capitals ; six flying figures above, are bearing Buddha in 
a palanquin; and about twenty-six other mythological figures are 
distributed on the frame and the base of the sculpture, which is of 
micacious grit, 5 ft. 7 high by 3 ft. wide

Giriraje, near Muttra, one of the two curiously veined ; a hand and 
shell of Vishnu, and two tazzas, shaped as a floret with nine petals,

94 Four octagonal slabs of alabaster, with gilt and japanned borders, on 

feet, 13 inches in diameter; one ditto, smaller; and three black 
ditto 

95 Two brown polished egg-shaped Baun Lingams, sacred to Ganesa; 

three white ditto, sacred to Maha Deva ; and a block of reticulated 
quartz 

96 An octagonal top, for a table, with rim, 13 J inches in diameter; and an 

oval ditto, 16 by 13, of yellow breccia 

97 A black and red lingam, with the serpent coiled round it; two terracotta 

fragments of painted figures ; a small elephant of white marble ; a 
small tiger, painted ; and a small square plinth of white marble 

98 A lingam, of black stone, with the serpent partly coiled round it 

99 Two ditto, one of them surmounted by five heads, of alabaster, not 

coloured; a small ditto, in basalt; and an egg-shaped stone, ditto 

100 A ditto, composed of a block of rock crystal, with painted border 

101 A very large four-faced ditto, from Jeypoor, black and red, and gilt 

102 A four-faced ditto, of alabaster, with the bull Nandi, and three figures, 

viz., Ganesa, Mahadeva, and one other; also, a stand for the fore¬ 
going, consisting of a square slab of alabaster on four feet, partly 
painted 
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103 A lingam, of basalt, in a richly carved stand; and a pair of nine-petaled 

florets; a bull supporting a four-faced lingam, of basalt; Devi,— 
and a Gopal; also, a globular ball of veined marble 

104 A four-faced lingam and stand, richly japanned; and a pair of tigers 

105 A four-faced ditto, of alabaster, from Jeypoor, very richly ornamented ; 

and a pair of small elephants 

106 A four-faced ditto, of alabaster, richly japanned ; a pair of small bulls ; 

Ganesa, in black basalt; a gopal, in ditto ; and two small of animals 
before a lingam 

107 Nandi, the bull of Maha Deva ; and a pair of groups of Siva, and his 

consort, differently treated, of alabaster, enriched with vermilion, 
and gilt 

108 Three figures—Parvati in prayer, seated ; Ganesa, and Hara Guri, of 

ditto 

109 Maha Deva or Siva, and Parvati, the consort of Siva—of alabaster, 

coloured with vermilion, and gilt 

110 A four-headed lingam, with a snake twined round the disk—of basalt 

111 Maha Deva—Devi, the goddess of the Kali Yug,—Buddha; and one 

small female deity, very ancient 

112 Vira Bhadra, the son of Siva—of stone, 17 by 13 inches; a bull, of 

alabaster ; and a lingam, plain 

113 Two small blocks, of basalt, similarly sculptured; with a small figure 

of a female playing on the vina, in a compartment, and an ornament 
resembling a coronet above, 16 inches long by 6 high: a fragment, 
with nine figures of Devi; and a small bull, of basalt 

114 A sitting figure of Maha Deva upon the lotus ; a lotus sceptre resting 

against the left shoulder, the right hand pendent, the palm pre¬ 
sented to the spectator—basalt, 25 by 13 inches 

115 Siva, seated in the usual attitude of Buddha, on a throne, with railed 

back; above is a disk, between two spiral obelisks—of basalt, about 
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10 \ by 7J. A figure of Ganesa, with his various attributes—basalt, 
about 12 by 7: also, Agni, the god of fire, seated ; the back¬ 
ground waved with flames; beneath him is a couchant ram—basalt, 
12 by 8 

116 Goury and Sankur, or Siva, seated on his bull, with his consort 

Parvati or Bhavani; Ganesa, and eight other small deities are dis¬ 
posed round the group on the back-ground, forming a frame to the 
relief, which is of soft stone, 14 by 11 inches 

117 The goddess Bhavani seated on a lion, armed with a sword and shield to 

combat the Assoors—basalt, 16 by 9 ; and a female standing between 
two columns, with four arms; a bull beside] her ; two busts of figures 
with uplifted arms support the cell in which she stands—of freestone, 
19 inches by 9 

118 Siva seated, with his consort, Parvadi, on one knee beneath a scalloped 

arched recess, on a throne—a bull supports the foot of the former; 
beneath a foot of the latter is a Lion: a fan bearer stands on each 
side, and figures in adoration below them ; above the richly 
ornamented moulding of the arch is a choir of numerous figures, 
playing on various instruments—steatite, 6 feet 2 by 4 feet 

119 Siva, in a high, enriched conical cap, with two of his arms uplifting 

above his head two serpents ; each hand compressing the head 
of one, and the tail of the other; the scalloped arch above is 
ornamented with small groups in relief; a bull is beneath him, and 
four small figures at his feet: the plinth is ornamented with lotus 
petals, and two musical figures—of basalt, 45 inches high and 
about 23 wide 

120 Mahadeva, or Siva, and his consort Parvadi, seated in a square alcove, 

between two massive columns, which support a roof, which has 
a small enriched dome in the centre, and in front of it a figure 
seated ; two groups, each of two infants, are flying above : the 
platform beneath the principal figures is supported by one kneeling 
figure in the centre, and one at each angle ; between them are four 
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standing and playing on musical instruments ; an inscription of a 
few characters is on the plinth—of sandstone, 30 by 18 inches 

121 The Bhaun Avatar (of Mahadeva), a figure with four arms, (one of 

which is wanting) ; with one he brandishes a sword above his head ;

122 Durga Devi sitting before an arched opening, with seven small sitting 

figures at her feet, (three of them mutilated); a fan-bearer and a 
figure in adoration on each side: two small figures (each with 
one hand applied to the mouth) are seated at the spring of the 
arch —of basalt, 45 inches by 29 

123 Durgha slaying Myk Assoor ; her javelin is pressed against his open 

mouth ; a bull is beneath him ; upon the hind quarters of which 
a lion has fastened, and is devouring it—of basalt, 24 inches by 13J 

124 Durgha standing upon a bull and slaying an Assoor ; a small figure is 

biting the knee of the latter ; an arched back-ground, with small 
figures—of basalt, about 40 inches by 20 

125 Durgha Bhavani destroying Myk Assoor; another small figure of 

an Assoor is retreating near her foot; two small figures are flying 
above: the arched top back-ground is ornamented with a rich 
border of arabesques; an enriched plinth forms the base—of basalt, 
44 inches by 25 

126 Devi, a form of Bhavani, sitting, with two attendants at her feet, and 

one kneeling beneath her left bent leg ; five small figures above ; 
two characters are inscribed under one of the figures, on the plinth: 
—of sandstone, about 30 inches by 18 
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127 Maha Kali, consort of Kal, or Siva, (a fragment); the upper part only 

of a figure perfect to the chest—of a light-coloured stone, 21 
inches by 20 

128 Maha Kali, seated on a figure, crushed beneath her weight, in alto-relief; 

about half the size of life—47 inches high by 27 wide 

129 Maha Kali, with eighteen arms, trampling upon an Assoor—of basaltic 

grit from Bundel-Kund, 34 inches high by 24 wide 

130 Kali, with his attributes, 18 inches by 11 ; and another figure of Kali, 

the slab with pointed top, 26 by 13 

131 Kun Kali, an emaciated figure, with curious symbols, 18 by 12 inches ; 

and a figure of Agni, the genius of fire, 14 by 8; both of basalt 

132 Vira Bhadra, under an archway, with numerous symbols, about 25 by 

12 inches, of basalt; a sitting figure of Bhiru, 12 by 19; and 
Surya, with symbols, basalt, 18 by 8£ ; from Binda Baasny 

133 A corpulent male figure, termed Bhiro, sitting ; one leg brought hori¬ 

zontally below his abdomen, the other pendent upon the pedestal ; 
in the centre are placed obliquely three globular-headed objects, 
but otherwise dagger-shaped, probably capsules of plants ; three of 
the same on the right compartment, and two small figures in 
adoration, on the left; a small obelisk above the right shoulder, 
and a Sanscrit inscription is disposed in a semicircular direction 
above the head—of basalt, 29 by 15 inches 

134 A small sitting figure, with curious long streaming hair, curled at the 

extremities, and wedge-shaped beard, not upon the chin, but upon 
the throat; of freestone, 11 inches by 10—from Monghyr : also, 
grotesque figures of a lion and an elephant; part of a pinnacle— 
of freestone, 21 inches by 5 

135 The bull Nandi, of Mahadeva, of basalt, 31 inches long by 14 inches 

high 

136 Ganesa sitting, with a small female on one of his knees j various symbols 
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in his many hands—of highly enriched sculpture—of basalt, 43 
inches by 21 

137 Ganesa before an arched opening, with small figures carved on the back¬ 

ground ; an animal and small figures in adoration on the plinth— 
of freestone, 34 inches by 20 

138 A very corpulent figure of Ganesa; his cap enriched with jewels; his 

elephant ears widely extended; various symbols in his four hands; 
two minute figures below; a scalloped arch behind is terminated 
by elephants’ heads and trunks : two disks, with flying figures, at 
the upper angles ; and a mask between two figures in the centre 
above—basalt, 47 by 23 inches 

139 Kartikya seated on a peacock; the expanded tail of which covers the 

back-ground—of basalt, 24 by 15 inches 

140 Indrani, the consort of Indra (the firmament and thunder) ; an elephant 

beneath her; she is surrounded by her Gana, or assemblage of 
eight winds—of basaltic grit, 29 inches by 19 

141 A whole-length figure of Surya ; behind and above, are figures, animals, 

and foliage, in relief; and eight small figures at his feet ; on the 
socle are half-figures of the seven horses of the sun—basalt, 26 by 
12 inches 

] 42 Surya standing, (the arms broken from the elbow); two combatants are 
on each side, below ; one with a sword, the other has just shot an 
arrow from his bow; a scalloped open arch behind ; two circular 
disks above (one on each side), in which are a flying figure, with 
a child and festoon; a mask and two small figures in the centre ; 
the charioteer Arun, with seven horses, on the plinth—basalt, 44 by 
22 inches 

143 Surya, standing and bearing a lotus sceptre in each hand, inclined 
against the shoulders—an architectural back-ground ; two small 
female fan-bearers on each side below, and between his feet the 
charioteer; the seven small horses are in the plinth ;—of freestone, 
2 feet 11 by 1 foot 6 
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144 Surya, standing, with two lotus sceptres; two small flying figures on 

disks above; six figures (three on each side) at his feet; the 
charioteer between his feet—the seven horses in the plinth. Basalt,

145 A group of two serpents, male and female ; the one with seven, the 

other with five heads, entwined—of freestone, about 31 inches high

147 Viasa (the Plato of India), sitting, and three disciples receiving instruc¬ 

tion from him; four small figures, in alto-relief, on the plinth. 
Basalt, 31 inches by 17J 

148 A Sun Dial, from Calinga, on freestone—circular, about 38 inches in 

diameter 

149 An arch, composed of two columns, on the lower part of the shaft of 

which is a female figure ; above the capital a Yogui or Fakir : the 
arch consists of an enriched moulding; an infant forms the 
key-stone, water apparently flowing from his mouth: the back¬ 
ground is embellished with animals and figures, in relief: the 
base or threshold is formed of six compartments, in the centre 
is a figure between two others; two of elephants, two of 
lions, and a small group, (the companion to which is wanting) : 
—of basalt, 6 ft. 8 high by 4 ft. 4 wide : also, a sculptured slab, 
or block of basalt; with six oviform narrow cupolas,with interme¬ 
diate flowered pinnacles: the cupolas appear as if composed of

153 A slab of basalt, with arched top, bearing an inscription in Arabic, the 

characters in relief, in nine lines,—34 high by 24J inches wide 

154 A square slab of freestone, with an inscription in Persian, in six lines; 

the characters freely and elegantly designed, 24 inches by 26 
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
